“Employes Emeritus” 


By A. F. HESS 


There is in progress to-day a world-wide movement towards caring 
for the incapacitated, whether from age or other cause, without loss of 
their self-respect. The railroads have led in this movement, and practi- 
cally all of the large steam railway systems in this country have made 
liberal provisions for the honorable retirement of their aged and 
disabled employes who have rendered long and faithful service. 

The pension system of the Southern Pacific Company, one of the most 
liberal in existence, is supported exclusively by the Company and its 
benefits apply to all those connected with it who have given their entire 
time to its service or to it and some other Harriman line jointly. The 
locomotive has to be sent to the shop for repairs, but, finally worn 
out and unable to perform the service required, it is consigned to the 
junk-heap. The Hospital Department cares for the sick and injured 
employe and returns him to his work renewed in health and strength 
and in trim for the exactions of his position. But with men, as with 
machinery, there comes a time when the wear and tear of service have 
rendered him unfit for further duty, and the time was when he, too, 
was cast aside. Not so in this day. To the employe who has long and 
faithfully served the Company, the Southern Pacific assures honorable 
retirement with a sufficient competence to insure comfort in his remain- 
ing years, still considers him a part of its great army of employes, and 
bestows upon him similar favors. The pension roll is a roll of honor. 

As on most of the roads, 70 years is the age for retirement. Twenty 
years continuous service is the least that will entitle to pension. Train 
and enginemen, yardmen, bridge and roadway foremen, may be retired 
on reaching the age of 65. In ease of disability, retirement may be 


had after reaching the age of 61, and in case of total disability after 25 
years’ service, pension may be allowed without regard to age of employe. 

The pension is fixed at one per cent. of the average wage for the ten 
years next preceding retirement, multiplied by the number of years of 
service. 

There are upwards of 45,000 employes on the Company’s rolls, in 
line for pension, and the system covers the entire Southern Pacific lines 
and the Company’s Atlantic Steamship lines plying between New Orleans 
and New York and other Atlantic ports. During the eight years it has 
been in operation 577 employes have been retired on pension. The 
largest percentage of these were retired on account of disability. 

On this roll of honor is represented a body of men that for sterling 
quality and ability cannot be duplicated from the employes of any other 
railroad in the country. They are the survivors of those who came by 
sea and land to the western rim of our continent and by brawn and brain 
aided in developing and revolutionizing the vast and growing interests 
and industries of the extreme West. They represent that great achieve- 
ment, the building and operation of a railroad to the Pacific Coast, the 
ereatest feat of railroad construction accomplished up to the time of 
its completion. Remote from the centers of manufacturing, particularly 
of iron and steel material, the task was a most difficult one, and they 
are proud of their achievements and their Company is proud of them. 

On April the 13th, 1910, the pensioners held a reunion and luncheon 
at the St. Francis Hotel in San Francisco, at which they entertained as 
their guests President Lovett, Mr. Kruttschnitt and other officers. About 
two hundred were in attendance at this function, unique in the history 
of ex-railway employes, which promises to be an annual event hereafter.

Railway Clubs 


By F. G. ATHEARN 


Railway shops are familiar sights. They call forth no comment, they 
are a recognized part of the road. It is to them that equipment is sent 
for repairs. It would seem foolhardy, indeed, to make no effort to pro- 
long the working life and maintain the efficiency of equipment; it would 
be sheer and unjustifiable waste of money. 

Yet the principle here involved and its general application has been 
slow to receive full recognition. It has been looked upon as axiomatic 
that it was the best and soundest of business economy in railroading 
to take care of the locomotive; to see that its parts were lubricated, to 
see that it was kept free from dirt, to see that it was provided with 
proper fuel and even to see that it was housed when out of service. 
There has never been a question as to whether it paid or not. It has 
been taken for granted and with good cause, too! But when it came to 
applying this same, simple and self-evident principle to human beings 
there was an obtuseness which was fairly astounding! Sound reasoning 
was thrown to the winds. Men demurred and said, ‘‘Why should we 
go to the expense of seeing to it that our men are properly rested, given 
facilities for keeping clean and adequately fed?’’ By a most curious 
twirk of mind they failed to appreciate that these things were in effect 
exactly what they were only too readily according the locomotive and 
should for these same reasons be given the men. A locomotive, even if 


allowed to break down, has still some value as serap. But a man, a 


poorly fed, unclean, unwashed and under-nourished man, is not only of 
little value, but dangerous, and a broken down man has no value, even 
as scrap. This, they said, was up to the men and not to the management. 
And as for the morals of the men, why that was up to the preachers and 
philanthropists. ‘‘What difference do these things make to us as long 
as the men do their work? I am not my brother’s keeper.”’ 

The Harriman lines were the first to call a halt on this method of 
reasoning and to go about the care of its men in a thoroughly sane, 
businesslike way, not in any paternal fashion, but in a broad and com- 
prehensive manner. Yet it has been in a manner that is most truely and 
effectively philanthropic, in that it has offered opportunity for right 
living by giving the men an opportunity to help themselves. There is 
no coercion and no tinge of charity. They are helping their men to 
righteous ways of living and thinking because righteousness pays—it 
pays the railroad, it pays the man and it pays society. Yes, it pays big! 

Railway Clubhouses have been built. They will be found scattered 
along the line; they are places where a man may live a decent, clean 
life, where he can bathe, rest, eat, sleep, play and club with his fellows 
with never the temptation to drink, or licentiousness. These Clubhouses 
supplement the hospital and the automatic block signal system by pre- 
serving health and warning away from paths which lead to certain 
destruction.

On December 12, 1909, Messrs. Marsh, Johnston, Millsap, Bronson, 
Hichelberger and Michelson met in the Flood Building and there laid 
the foundation of an athletic association—an organization which, it 
is hoped, will some day number among its members employees from 
all the Southern Pacific lines—its chief object being to promote friendly 
athletic contests and to create a social and fraternal bond between the 
various branches of the service. 

The first duties of this squad of pioneers, for the physical welfare 
of their fellow employees, was the selection of a Board of Directors and 
the outlining of plans for the organization of six baseball teams, as 
this was considered the most promising field for arousing interest. 
After due consideration Messrs. Millsap, Eichelberger, Brittain, Johnston, 
Bronson and Marsh, men taking an active interest in athletics, were 
selected as a Board of Directors, and managers of the proposed six 
teams, it being decided that each team should be represented on the 
Board by its manager. On the strength of the old adage, ‘‘that too 
many cooks spoil the broth,’’ the officers were also chosen from the 
Board as follows: F. B. W. Johnston, president, H. C. Bronson, vice- 
president, E. A. Millsap, secretary and C. A. Marsh treasurer. 

Rules and regulations for the government and welfare of the 
association were drawn up and duly signed. The provisions of which 
made only Southern Pacifie employees eligible to membership and 
prohibited the acceptance of pay or other consideration by any player. 
Penalties for violation of the rules were to be rigidly enforced by the 
president: in fact, everything possible was done to make the standard 
of the Association one for clean and upright sport. 

It was intended, at first, to have teams at Stockton, Tracy, Oakland, 
Sacramento, and two at San Francisco; but later developments proved 
that Stockton and Tracy lacked sufficient material, so plans were 
changed to permit the entering of a team from San Jose, under Manager 
EB. W. Gill, and one from the local trainmen, under Manager A. R. 
Fields, to take the place of the two that were unable to organize. 


The season was opened on April 38rd by the General Office team 
meeting defeat at the hands of the Sacramento nine. The games 
scheduled between the Coast and Westerns at Oakland and the San 
Jose and Trainmen at San Jose were postponed on account of rain. 
Aside from these, all games were played according to schedule; the teams 
entering the contest with full determination to win the pennant and 
also the handsome watch charms which A. G. Spalding Brothers 
kindly offered as a trophy for the winning nine. 

After an exciting season, lasting over five months, the score shows 
Manager Fields and his crew of stickers on top of the heap, closely 
followed by Millsap’s Coast nine; Marsh’s Western Climbers; Gill’s 
Garden City boys; Johnston’s General Office hard luck heroes, and Fry’s 
Sacramento sluggers. 

The season was a splendid success and the entire credit for the fine 
showing made is due to the untiring efforts of the Board of Directors 
and the hearty co-operation of the individual members. 

During the spring of 1910 the Association gave a series of dances 
at Maple Hall for the purpose of getting the boys better acquainted 
and to strengthen the social ties between the various members. These 
dances were a decided success and the officers are besieged daily by 
requests to make them a regular feature of the Association. The matter 
is now under consideration and from present indications the early part 
of 1911 will see a repetition of these social. gatherings, to which all 
members and their friends will be cordially invited. 

Several theater parties given by the individual teams helped to 
enliven the routine work and were thoroughly enjoyed by the par- 
ticipants. Plans for next year embrace, among other things, the 
enlarging of the field of activities to include football, basketball and 
other forms of field sport. 

Whenever the Southern Pacific boys get together there is bound to 
be a good time, so never fail to be on hand when you hear of any enter- 
tainments or social gatherings under the auspices of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Athletic Association.
